world’s oceans. On Wednesday, 
the Ocean Alliance crew 
anchored its 93-foot vessel, the 
Odyssey, in Boston Harbor, mark- 
ing the end to the first-ever global 
study of ocean pollution — and 
unveiling some startling environ- 
mental discoveries. 

In every tissue sample of 
whales analyzed, said Johnson, 
man-made toxins were found 
lurking in the giant whales’ blub- 
ber, even those swimming in 
remote waters farthest away from 
land. 


Sperm whales were 
a prime target for the 
crew’s study since the species can 
be found in every sea and ocean 
on the planet. The mammal’s 
hulking size — adult males can 
weigh more than 60 tons and 
grow to lengths of 60 feet — also 
made the whales a perfect subject 
for scientists to gauge the impact 
of global environmental pollution. 

“Sperm whales are situated 
high on the oceanic food chain,” 
said Johnson. “Smaller fish are 
feeding on pollution and that pic- 
ture becomes magnified as it

Officials want 
plan from 
ex-farmer

Town health officials said a 
plan detailing the continued 
cleanup of ex-farmer Richard 
Nabydoski’s 76 Blanchard 
Road property is needed before 
a $1,000-a-day fine can be 
stopped or rolled back. 

Nabydoski and his lawyer, 
Raymond Paczkowski, stood 
before the Board of Health on 
Monday night, requesting that 
the financial penalty, instituted 
last September, be waived 
because the former farmer has 
taken the necessary steps to 
meet public health regulations. 

Nabydoski’s cattle farming 
business has been out of opera- 
tion since early February 
Paczkowski argued that previ- 
ously high coliform-bacteria 
counts have dropped to the 
state-required levels since the 
farm shut down. Hundreds of 
seagulls that turned Nabydos- 
ki’s neighbors’ roofs into nest- 
ing places and soiled lawns and 
houses with droppings also dis- 
appeared after the cows left, 
Paczkowski added. 

“He (Nabydoski) is cooper- 
ating,” the lawyer said. “Any 
fine imposed now is a great bur- 
den to him. The board should 
know the property is under 
agreement with a developer. 
The only solution is to be able 
to develop a substantial number 
of units to create the necessary

cash flow to clean up the prop- 
erty.” 

Developer William Johnson 
has been working with Naby- 
doski to clean up the property, 
on which Johnson wants to 
construct a development for 
residents age 55 and older. 

Johnson's attorney, Carl 
Berger, held up paperwork 
from a licensed environmental 
assessment agency that he said 
his client will most likely sign. 
Berger estimates a site assess- 
ment of Nabydoski’s 26 acres 
could cost $39,000 to $46,000. 
Johnson has been eagerly 
awaiting approval from the 
town to build before funding

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an environmental site assess- 
ment. The total costs and 
action required to clean up the 
property will not be known 
until test results come back. 
But Berger said a 1989 site 
assessment of the Nabydoski 
farm leads his client to believe 
cleanup is feasible. 

School Committee member 
Dick Collins, also attended the 
meeting to support Nabydoski, 
who was one of Coach 
Collins’ star football players 
during his school years at 
Andover High. 

“This farmer has been at 
that farm for something like 75 
years,” Collins said. “They 
haven't done anything wrong. 
I'd like to urge you to take 
away this fine. He’s not a crim- 
inal. That was one of my boys 
and he’s one of the finest 
human beings I’ve ever known 
in my life.” 

Berger did ask during Mon- 
day night’s meeting whether 
his client’s signing of the 
agreement to begin the site 
assessment would positively 
influence 
Health’s decision to lift Naby- 
doski’s fine. 

Paczkowski, who wanted 
the board to wave all the fines 
which add up to more than 
$325,000, said that even if the

developer were to change his 
mind, Nabydoski would then 
mortgage his house to pay for 
cleanup costs. 

“They (Nabydoskis) are 
impoverished farmers,” 
Paczkowski said. “The day 
may come when he experi- 
ences some wealth from the 
sale of the farm, but if you ask 
Mr. Nabydoski what he would 
like to do, he’d tell you that he 
would rather be a farmer. That 
is what he is and what he will 
be until the day he dies.” 

Following a 20-minute 
executive session, the board 
decided to take no action, and 
instead requested a private 
meeting with all involved par- 
ties and their legal counsels to 
lay out a plan that clearly 
details cleanup procedures. 

Board Chairman Douglas 
Dunbar said health officials 
will continue to monitor pollu- 
tion levels at Pinnacle Brook, 
which runs through Nabydos- 
ki’s land, and watch to see if 
the seagulls will return in 
November, at the start of their 
migratory cycle. 

“Our concern is the 
cleanup,” said Dunbar. “When 
we get more information on 
assessment and what cleanup 
will (entail), we'll keep an 
open mind on the fines.”

Bach makes

Superintendent Claudia Bach earned high marks from the 
School Committee Tuesday night during her annual job-perfor- 
mance review. 

Bach's evaluation was based on performance goals developed 
last year by the superintendent and the School Committee, and 
was broken into categories covering student achievement, educa- 
tor quality, finances and budget process, and communications. 

Bach’s list of “strengths” substantially outweighed her “weak- 
nesses” and the superintendent was praised for sustaining and 
creating a strong structural foundation for the 
Andover Public Schools. 

“The superintendent realizes that hiring 
good administrators and building effective 
teams is critical,” said committee Chair- 
woman Deb Silberstein. “She knows it’s 
important to get the right people on the bus 
before figuring out where to drive it.” 

The 2004-05 school year also garnered 
several success stories for the school district, 
with all 2004 AHS graduates — both regular

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Boardwalks to a more open spaces

A plan to build 15 boardwalks 
on Andover Village Improvement 
Society and town conservation land 
was approved unanimously by the 
Conservation Commission Tuesday 
night. 

The project will make it easier 
for residents and visitors to hike on 
local conservation properties, 
including wetlands, without getting 
their feet wet. A variety of board- 
walks and stairs are slated for instal- 
lation, including pedestrian bridges 
ranging from 10- to 300-feet long 
and three- and six-feet wide. The 
project will also cover routine main- 
tenance of existing trails. 

AVIS worked in partnership 
with town officials on the proposal, 
which was submitted to the state 
under Wetlands Protection Act reg- 
ulations. Of the 15 smaller projects 
that make up the proposal, five are 
on town conservation land and 10 
are on AVIS grounds. Projects will 
be funded from AVIS funds, pri- 
marily membership fees. 

“We are continually looking at 
new opportunities where we see 
neighborhoods growing,” said Dave 
Doub a member of AVIS’ land 
management committee. “It’s main- 
ly for children and joggers and fam- 
ilies going out for the evening.” 

One of the projects will provide 
a new linkage between Phillips 
Academy and Spring Grove Road 
providing a pathway for residents to

use. A future project, said Doub, is 
to complete a trail from the Ballard- 
vale train station to Warren bridge. 
With 15 boardwalks approved Tues- 
day, the next step will be a prioriti- 
zation of each project. 

Robert Douglas, Andover’s 
director of conservation, hopes a 
local Scout troop will be interested 
in helping the town build and con- 
struct the boardwalks. Nick 
Macheras, Assistant Scout Leader 
for Troop 79 in Andover, said his 


troop is eager to do service projects 
for the town, especially ones that 
help propel Boy Scouts into Eagle 
Scouts. Out of roughly 70 Scouts in 
his troop, about two become Eagle 
Scouts each year. Eagle Scout dis- 
tinction is conferred upon a Scout 
who plans, organizes and completes 
a significant project. “It's a huge 
undertaking for these boys. Only 4 
percent of all Boy Scouts become 
Eagle Scouts,” said Macheras. 

Last summer Michael Sierra 


earned his Eagle Scout stripes by 
partnering with AVIS to build a 
boardwalk 32-feet long and three- 
feet wide. He drew plans for the 
project, estimated costs, recruited 
other Scouts to help with the project 
and helped to construct the board- 
walk. Sierra; now 19, attends Penn 
State University, and said he is 
proud of his accomplishment. 

“It’s the highest honor you can 
get in scouting. It’s what everyone 
aims for. It’s the spirit of the thing, 
you’re supposed to uphold the val- 
ues you learned in scouting,” he 
said. 

Macheras added that Scouts 
negotiate with a local lumberyard 
for materials, often Doyle Lumber 
in Andover, which has provided 
materials at cost for past projects. 

“We try to keep the boardwalks 
relatively simply, relatively low,” 
said Andrew Girdwood, another 
member of AVIS’ land manage- 
ment committee. “We want the 
boardwalks to be wide enough so 
people don’t feel uncomfortable, 
and just high enough to keep your 
feet dry.” 

Doub credits Douglas with the 
organizational part of the boardwalk 
process. “AVIS is rather informal 
about our approach. Bob stepped us 
through the process and, in so doing, 
streamlined the process,” said Doub. 
“It’s a great resource that the town 
has this open space and we want 
people to use the trails.”

Town officials were schooled 
in Open Meeting Law Tuesday 
night, to help prevent future 
problems regarding disseminat- 
ing public information. 

Essex County Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Tom Donovan 
dished out some common ques- 
tions and concerns about public 
meetings with the School Com- 
mittee, and selectmen Alex Vis- 
poli, Brian Major and Chairman 
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Hanson also attended Dono- 
van’s discussion that was tai- 
lored to help officials learn more 
about Open Meeting Law. 

Open Meeting Laws, as 
defined by the state, are meant 
to eliminate secrecy in local 
government. Under law, all 
meetings held by government 
bodies are required to be posted 
and nearly all should be open to 
the public (exceptions noted 
below). Exceptions must be 
well-defined and records of the 
meetings must be made avail- 
able. 

Donovan said calls from con- 
stituents frequently come into 
his office asking about their 
rights to speak at public meet- 
ings. 

“It’s observ ation, not partici- 
pation,” said Donovan. “As long 
as the meetings are held in pub- 
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that requires the public to partic- 
ipate. That is set by the board.” 

Subcommittees appointed by 
government bodies are also sub- 
ject to comply with Open Meet- 
ing Laws and their meetings 
must be open to the public. 

The definition of a subcom- 
mittee is two or more people 
appointed by the governing 
body, who are doing work for 
the parent body. The fact that the 
subcommittee’s authority may 
extend only to making recom- 
mendations does not render the 
law inapplicable. 

An ad hoc committee created 
by a School Committee is-con- 
sidered a governmental body as 
well, but an ad hoc committee 
created by the superintendent, 
who is not a governing body, is 
not. 

For governing bodies, if there 
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not considered a meeting. 

A verbal exchange, or delib- 
eration, between a quorum of 
members inside a person’s 
home, or even through e-mail 
can be subject to Open Meeting 
Law. 

If three people from a board 
listen and gain information, at a 
resident’s home for example, as 
long as they don’t deliberate 
what was discussed then it is not 
considered a public meeting. 

E-mails, said Donovan, can 
also be considered public docu- 
ments if they are passed around 
by board members who are dis- 
cussing a public matter.

works its way up the ladder.” 

Johnson said the crew 
extracted tissue and blubber 
samples that were no larger than 
the tip of a person’s pinkie fin- 
ger. The whale biopsies have 
revealed significant levels of 
synthetic toxins that are only 
used on land, including pesti- 
cides and herbicides. 

Johnson said the team was 
shocked to find what he termed 
high levels of DDT and poly- 
chlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) in 
their preliminary data sets. Spe- 
cific data was not available. 

DDT, a pesticide once widely 
used across the United States, 
was banned by the US Environ- 
mental Protection Agency in 
1972 because of the product's 
harmful effects on humans and 
animals. Formerly known as the 
“miracle” pesticide, DDT can 
take more than 15 years tc break 
down in the environment. 
Health complications in humans 
caused by the toxin include can- 
cer, reduced reproductive suc- 
cess, and damage to the liver, 
nervous system and reproduc- 
tive system. From the late 1940s 
to about 1969, approximately 
675,000 tons of DDT was 
applied domestically, according 
to the EPA. Although DDT is 
banned in many countries, it is 
still widely used in developing 
countries because of its low cost 
and effectiveness as an insecti- 
cide. 

Also known as synthetic 
organic chemicals, PCBs have 
been used in hundreds of indus- 
trial and commercial products, 
like plastics, paper, paints and 
rubber. More than 1.5 billion 
pounds of PCBs were manufac- 
tured in the US alone before 
concern over their toxicity led 
Congress to enact the Toxic 
Substances Control Act in 1977. 

The toxic chemicals har- 
bored in the whales’ 
paint a grim forecast for the 


future, Johnson said, especially | 
since 70 percent of the world’s | 


people depend on seafood as 


their primary source of animal | 


protein. 

“The whales have shown us 
that pollution has even gravitat- 
ed towards the polar regions, to 
places where peoples’ diets are 
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Whales show problem 


mainly whales and fish,” he said. 

In the Faroe Islands, located 
north of the Arctic Circle, John- 
son said the Faorese people, 
whose median age is 35, are also 
showing high levels of toxins in 
their bodies and an alarming rate 
of babies being born with birth 
defects. 

The Odyssey’s voyage, which 
set sail from San Diego in 1990, 
has been filmed and aired live 
from media equipment aboard 
the ship and shown on PBS. 
Ocean Alliance, a Massachu- 
setts-based non-profit organiza- 
tion dedicated to the conserva- 
tion of whales and their ocean 
environment, supported the sci- 
entific study. Led by Ocean 
Alliance’s founder and presi- 
dent, Dr. Roger Payne, video 
footage and accounts from the 
crew's sea voyage can also be 
viewed on PBS.org. 

Coming in March, once the 
analysis of the tissue samples is 
completed, the Ocean Alliance 
Crew will release the full results 
from their research expedition. 

According to the Ocean 
Alliance crew, the United 
Nations is now urging countries 
worldwide to conduct a seven- 
year study on the effects of Mer- 
cury. Johnson said the global 
sample-set of whale tissue the 
crew retrieved during their voy- 
age could provide a five-year 
jump on the pollution problem. 

“We are hoping the results of 
our voyage will help gain the 
attention of policy makers and 
even push them into taking 
action,” Johnson said. “Evi- 
dence shows the world’s water- 
ways are in trouble but the 
Odyssey’s biggest message is 
about hope. We can still change 
this. But we must start by 
acknowledging there is a prob- 
lem and then following up with 
the necessary steps to reverse it.”

Andover man was seasick first two years of voyage studying pollution

As a boy growing up in 
Andover, Chris Johnson never 
daydreamed much about ocean 
adventures. 

“I wasn’t into boats at all,” 
said Johnson, now 34. “My dad 
was, but I always hated it.” 

So when Johnson decided to 
quit his day job, pack a few 
meager belongings and, along 
with wife, Genevieve, make his 
home on the high seas for five 
years, family and friends were a 
little stunned. 

“There's no question that | 
was surprised,” said Johnson's 


mom, Alexis, who resides on 
Farrwood Drive. 

Johnson said he is Jooking 
forward to being landlocked 
with his mom in Andover dur- 
ing the next week, since return- 
ing to Boston on Wednesday 
morning. “It’s certainly 
cramped quarters for the 
amount of people on the boat 
and for the amount of time they 
were out at sea,” adds Alexis 
Johnson. “But we're incredibly 
proud of him and Genevieve. 
They've had an amazing adven- 
ture together.” 

During the more than five 


years the Johnsons spent at sea, 
their research vessel, the 
Odyssey, trekked across 80,000 
miles of water and spent months 
at a time without a glimpse to 
land. 

The Odyssey’s voyage drew 
the research crew to every cor- 
ner of the globe, tracking sperm 
whales in the crew’s efforts to 
better understand the nature ot 
pollution in all the world’s 
oceans. 

On Monday night, two days 
before the Odyssey ended its 
voyage in Boston, Johnson 
talked to the Jownsman through 
bouts of crackling cellular phone 
static while aboard the ship, 
recounting some of his best — 
and worst — moments at sea. 


Q. What are some of the 
biggest challenges of living on 
a boat for five years? 


A. Do you have two hours of 


time to spare? (Laughs.) Right 
now I’m cleaning the boat and 
that is a pretty big challenge. 
But seriously, the work has 
been very challenging. The pro- 
gram is ambitious. Through the 
Web site with PBS, we've been

Combining education and 
science, we try to share as much 
of the experience as possible 
Getting over seasickness was 
also a huge challenge for me 
For the first two years I was sick 
and lost about 40 to 50 pounds 
But I just learned over time how 
to work through it. I’ve definite- 
ly gained the weight back, 
which was and bad 
(laughs).

Neighborhood fighting condominium proposal 
ff Shawsheen Road

Peggy McLeod and her late 
husband bought their home !n 
Andover in 1959 based on sts 
location in an established, sin- 
gle-family neighborhood with 
lots of trees. The land behind 
their property had building 
restrictions, ensuring no future 
development — or so they 
thought. 

Forty-six years later, McLeod 
and nearly 50 of her neighbors 
are engaged in a fight to block 
development on land where a 
developer is proposing to build a 
22-unit, five building condo- 
minium complex called Lincoln 
Woods. 

The proposed development at 
151 Shawsheen Road, by 
Rayvon Realty Trust, has fueled 
resistance from neighboss, 
including a signed neighborhood 
petition and multiple letters since 
the proposal came before the 
Planning Board in November 
2004. 

“Is it not reasonable to sug- 
gest that the residents of this 
neighborhood be given consider- 
ation in conserving that which 
we looked for and believed we 
had when settling in the area in 
the first place?” asked McLeod 
in a letter to the board. 

Raymond Cormier, owner Of 
Rayvon Realty Trust and son of 
developer Yvon Cormier, 
believes he has developed a pfo- 
ject beneficial to the neighbor- 
hood. “Essentially what the 
design team has done is design a 
project that is environmentally- 
friendly and meets the alterna- 
tive housing stock for Andovet,” 
he said, adding that 13 of the 
site’s 18 acres will be open space

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One not bothered by plan 


Not all residents are opposed to the Lincoln Woods develop- 
ment. At least one sees it as an understandable reality. 

“T think a lot of people who complain, they just don’t want it in 
their own backyard,” said Nancy Durkin, whose Shawsheen Road 
property will be converted into a comer lot after a Lincoln Woods 
access road is created. “People in town drive the farmers out — 
who do they think is going to come in?” 

Durkin moved to Shawsheen Road in 1982 and knew Mrs. 
Innes, the former owner. “I knew it would end up getting sold, 
she’s an older woman, in a nursing home. She has three kids, the 
land will be their inheritance,” said Durkin. 

Neighbors who lobbied to defeat a prior proposal for eight sin- 
gle-family homes to be built on the property, now are going to 
have multi-family condominiums (totaling 22 units), said Durkin. 

“We knew there would be something there, we hoped it was 
nice-looking and wouldn’t devalue our property,” she said. 

After all, her goal is to someday pass on her property to her 


children as inheritance. 


“He (Cormier) has done a nice job. There’s good landscaping. 
My property is not going to look worse, it may even make my 
property more valuable,” she said. 


“We have done more than is 
required.” 

The question of how the 
once-restricted property of Lin- 
coln Woods became a viable 
development has a complicated 
answer. A 1955 ruling by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals pro- 
hibited further subdivision or 
building on a parcel of the land. 
But in 1986, when the land’s 
new owner requested relief from 
the restrictions, the board agreed, 
calling the prior restrictions 
“arbitrary” and contrary to then- 
current zoning laws. The deci- 
sion read in part, “the board 
understands that it has authority 
to act in this matter even though 
petitioner has not specifically 
indicated an intention to further 
develop the land.” 

But today that intention is

Alphonese Tatarunis of Lin- 
coln Street said neither he nor 
other neighbors have tried to 
contact Cormier directly about 
their concerns, because they do 
not believe individual pleas

ence. “If you go through official 
channels, maybe they listen to 
you,” he said. His property abuts 
one of the main access roads for 
Lincoln Woods. “If you're 
going to put something in, I'd 
rather it be homes.” he said. 


According to the standards of 


a special permit, a proposal 
should meet certain guidelines: 
promote and encourage alternate 
forms of housing accessible to 
town services, protect the natural 
environment and conserve open 
space, promote energy conserva- 
tion, allow development within 
the existing capacities of town 
services and provide housing 
that will not be detrimental to the 


established or future character of 
| the neighborhood or town. 


Opponents say the develop- 


| ment violates most of the special 


permit guidelines. Objections 
have been many and varied, 
including issues with traffic, 
drainage, access to open space, 


| disruption of the fragile wildlife 
| habitat, land regrading, environ- 


| 
| mental concerns, the endangered 
| spotted turtle, a certified vernal 


pool, the property’s esker and 


anecdotal evidence of Native 
American artifacts. 

“One of my concerns about 
this whole process over time is 
the developer does not pay any 
attention to what the citizens are 
saying, only what the Planning 
Board and town ask (him) to 
do,” said Doucett, who 
expressed frustration with the 
public hearing process. “The 
developer does not make any 
attempt to alter the project based 
on citizen input, he’s only seek- 
ing to maximize profits.” 

Cormier takes issue with that 
claim. He said his attorney sent 
out letters to all property abutters 
before the project began and 
held an informal meeting to dis- 
cuss potential concerns. “There 
weren't many (people) who 
came,” said Cormier. “The ones 
that did come initially, we 
worked with them closely. The 
ones who didn’t, you can’t do 
much without anyone wanting to 
talk to you.” 

According to an Aug. 9 letter 
to the Planning Board, Cormier 
has made alterations based on 
neighborhood input, including 


building a wall to surround and 
protect the esker and a bypass 
area to protect the spotted turtle’s 
habitat. The project’s engineer, 
Daniel Koravos, president of DK 
Engineering of Windham, N.H. 
writes that the project does com- 
ply with the special permit 
guidelines: the condominiums 
offer an alternative housing 
source in town, the development 
has incorporated feedback from 
the state Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife, 70 percent of the 
acreage will be open space, con- 
dominium construction pro- 
motes energy conservation and 
the architecture will blend in 
with the existing neighborhood. 

An independent traffic study 
for the project indicated no 
adverse effect on traffic, but 
Doucett remains skeptical. “I 
have a lot of traffic concerns. 
This has been a problem for 
some time. Lord knows there’s 
enough traffic on Shawsheen in 
the mornings,” said Doucett. 

The Planning Board will con- 
tinue deliberations of the Lin- 
coln Woods development at its 
next meeting.

The OReilly Factor for Kids

This book attempts to take on the role of communica- 
tor between parent and child. Unfortunately for both the 
author and his readers, he is no role model for children 
or adults.

is an old man’s attempt to level with kids. Bill 

O'Reilly is a well-known news commentator 

and political analyst on the Fox News Network. In The 

O'Reilly Factor for Kids, he believes himself to be the 

proverbial bridge between kid and parent (we almost 

fell out of our chairs laughing 

writing that sentence), The 
man is no such thing. 

O'Reilly dives into every 
aspect of life — from home- 
work and school, to sex, and 
drugs — and we commend his 
conscious effort to improve 
the quality of the next genera- 
tion. 

Having said that, the next 
generation would have been 
better off if he had not written 
this book. The book is divided into four categories, Bor- 
ing, More Boring, Really Boring, and Unbelievably 
Boring — whoops, we mean People in Your Life, Your 
Private Life, Your School Life, and Things to Think 
About. 

We personally think that our chapter titles are far 
more concise and descriptive of what each section 
holds. 

The book is written in an easy flowing conversation- 
al style, which would be a saving grace if the content 
wasn’t absolute trash. O'Reilly jumps back and forth 
from preachy hypocritical statements, to anecdotes from 
his own childhood, which incidentally was about 40 
years ago. 

We recommend this book only to those who are true 
fans of O'Reilly.

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Ready or not, kids... 


Educators say there is plenty of time to get ready before Sept. 6 


By Rita Savard 

Cool clothes. A good hair day. 
Knowing where to go, what to do 
and how to say the right things to 
everyone you meet. 

Whether it’s entering first 
grade or freshman year of high 
school, first-day jitters are per- 
fectly normal for students. But 
sometimes, the expectations kids 
place on themselves to be perfect 
can cause a stress overload, edu- 
cators say. 

From taking the bus to meet- 
ing new people, some local 
experts offer a few tips on casing 
into a new school without having 
a major meltdown. 


First grade 

Andover schools typically 
send welcome letters home to 
parents and students, inviting 
them to come and visit their new 
classroom. 

“It’s normal to experience a 
little anxiety on the first day,” 
says Scott 
Morrison, 
principal at 
Bancroft Ele- 
mentary 
aSchool. 
g “Everybody 
has a first day. 
It’s not just 
students but 
teachers and 
parents too.” 

If a child 
seems particularly nervous about 
starting the school year, Morrison 
reminds parents that there is still 
plenty of time to arrange for stu- 
dents to come in and tour their 
school before Sept. 6. 

Knowing what to expect can 
help younger students become 
more comfortable with separat- 
ing from their parents. 

Parents can begin setting up 
morning routines a week in 
advance. Morrison said it is a 
good idea to let kids help set up 
the morning schedule (eating 
breakfast, what to wear, riding to 
school, etc.) so that there will be 
no surprises. According to the 
principal, children feel less 
threatened when they know what 
is going to happen. 

“Encourage kids to try run- 
ning a little movie of what the 
first day will look like in their 
heads, before they even get here,” 
Morrison suggests. “Think about 
what it will be like getting on the 
bus, coming through the doors 
and stepping into the school yard. 
Then on the first day, it’s almost 
like you've been here before. In 
your mind, you already were, and 
you're the director of your own 
movie, which is pretty cool.” 

Losing the comfort of home, 
routine, and a parent’s one-on- 
one attention for six hours out of 
the day can cause some grieving. 
Suddenly, a student is thrust into 
an environment where there is 
constant noise, new surroundings 
and new people. Just the change 
of being in a school environment 
can be overwhelming. 

“A lot of teachers request that 
parents send students to school

with pictures of pets, feisty 
activities or anything that pro- 
vides a nice memory of what 
home is,” Morrison said. 


A bad start 

What if everything goes 
wrong on the first day, and stu- 
dents decide they don’t like their 
new class? 

“We can all have a bad day 
when things don’t go their best,” 
Morrison said. “Give it another 
chance. A second day can always 
be better than the first. You will 
start making friends and look for- 
ward to coming to school. And 
teachers are always willing to sit 
down with students to hear their 
concerns and to help them 
adjust.” 


Middle School 
Once students are entering 
middle school, learning how to 
separate from mom and dad is no 
longer a problem. But a strong 
desire to fit in can cause high lev- 
els of stress before the first day. 
“Relax,” advises Doherty 
Middle School principal Bruce 
Maki. “And concentrate on 
enjoying the rest of the summer.”

Nichols said a student’s high 
school years are among their best 
because it’s like an adventure in 
self-discovery. 

“Try as many clubs and activ- 
ities as you can without overload- 
ing,” Nichols suggests.

As for getting around and 
making new friends, Nichols 
says, don’t sweat the small stuff.

“It can be frightening at first.” 
Nichols says. “But once you get 
past that initial first day, I think 
students find it quite welcoming 
and inviting.”

This yeat 
all of our vegetables, especially the zucchi 
ni, are thriving 

The history of zucchini dates back to 
about 7000 BC. These savory squash origi 
nally grew in Central and South America 
As people migrated north they carried and 
planted seeds along the route. The squash 
seeds were hearty and grew well throughout 
the Americas. By the time European 
explorers landed in The New World, zuc- 
chini was practically a summertime staple 
These adventurers grabbed some seeds, fer- 
ried them back to Europe, and began grow- 
ing and harvesting squash themselves 

Some talented and enterprising Italians 
experimented with crossbreeding squash 
They brought their successes (this is a well- 
traveled veggie!) back to North America in 
the early part of the 20th century and the 
rest of the history is history 

Zucchini owes its name to the breed 
developed in Italy: “zucca,” meaning mar- 
row, and “ini.” the suffix for little. Most 
Europeans call it a “courgette,” a little 
gourd. All summer squashes are considered 
marrow squash, because the inside is edi- 
ble. 

Whatever you call them, zucchini come 
in a variety of shapes and sizes. Most of us 
are familiar with the Embassy, the long 
green variety in most of our gardens and 
farm stands. There are black zucchini 
(extremely dark green, nearly ebony in 
color), cocozelle (about 10 inches long with 
light and dark green stripes; they grow on 
bushes), globe (round with light and dark 
stripes; perfect for stuffing), and golden 
(sweeter than most zucchini, often mistaken 
for a yellow summer squash). Hybridiza- 
tion has become big business, so look for 
some of these new types of zucchinis every 
summer. 

So famous is zucchini that April 25 is 
National Zucchini Bread Day. 

(But how did someone invent a “holi- 
day” in April for vegetable that is harvested 
in July and August?)

an annual zucchini festival, complete with flying zucchini airplane : 
racing, zucchini carving, and of course, the all-time favorite “Zuka- : 
pult.” One can only imagine the thrill of catapulting massive mar- 
row squash over the verdant hillsides of the Green Mountain state; : 
the current record is 150 feet. There will be plenty of zucchini on ‘ 
hand for eating, too, and plenty of recipes to share. 
This column’s menu consists of six recipes, three this week, and 
three to be published next week. 
We are starting with a cold, fresh zucchini mint soup and con- | 
tinuing with a citrus-splashed zucchini salad. There are three “main : 
course” choices. This week we will include an updated Mediter- : 
ranean classic ratatouille with chickpeas. 
Next week we'll try a traditional Mexican specialty called cal- ; 
abacitas, and a supremely dietetic Italian-style zucchini eggplant : 
parmesan casserole. For dessert I'll bake chunky zucchini and : 
apples with a crunchy oatmeal-based topping for a not-too-sweet : 
but totally satisfying “zapple” crisp. Have fun trying some new | 
recipes for your bumper crop of summery squash over the next two : 
weeks. 


Zucchini Mint Soup 

Serves 4-6 
This is a velvety-rich soup, creamy and tangy, yet extremely : 

low-cal. It tastes best when made early in the day or even up to two | 

days ahead, allowing time for the flavors to meld. 


Ingredients 
* 1 Tablespoon olive oil 


* 1 Tablespoon butter 
1, 
*¢ 2small onion, roughly chopped 


¢ 3 medium zucchini, trimmed, quartered lengthwise, and cut into one- 
half-inch slices 


* 1 clove garlic 
° ‘a teaspoon salt 
° 'e teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 


° 1b cups chicken or vegetable stock (you'll definitely need at least one 
cup; the remaining half-cup will be added as needed to thin out the 
soup to the desired consistency) 


* 6 ounces low-fat plain yogurt (one small container) 
¢ 12 fresh mint leaves 
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1. Preheat a large pan over medium-high heat. Add the olive oil 


and butter. When the butter melts, add the onions and cook for 2-3 
: minutes until the onions begin to soften. 


2. Add the garlic and zucchini to the pan. Cook for about 15 
minutes, stirring often, until the ingredients are very soft. Don't 
even think about covering the pan; we want the water content to 


evaporate! 


3. Place the zucchini mixture in a blender. Add the salt, pepper, 
one cup stock, yogurt and mint and puree to death. Taste and check 


: for consistency; add additional chicken or vegetable stock if the 


soup is too thick. Chill well. Garnish with a fresh mint leaf. 


Zucchini Salad 
: Serves 4-6 


This is a raw vegetable salad with green zucchini and yellow 


: summer squash. Have fun varying the combination of squash every 
: time you make it. 
: Ingredients 


* juice of one-half orange 

* juice of one-half lemon 

¢ 1 teaspoon balsamic vinegar 

¢ 2. small to medium sized zucchini, shredded 


* 2 small to medium sized summer squash, lightly peeled, seeded and 
shredded 


* 1 red onion, cut into thin slices and then quartered 

* 2 teaspoons kosher salt 

* 2 oranges, peeled, sliced and then cut into eighths

Cozumel, Mexico, is 22 miles long and nine miles wide 
It sits just east of the Yucatan Peninsula in the state of 
Quintana Roo, The island's name means “land of the swal- 
lows," 

The island paradise was settled by the Mayas about 
300 AD. It was an important seaport for the Mayan trade. 

The first Spanish explorer visited the island in 1518. 
A year later Conquistador Hernan Cortez sailed into 
Cozumel with 11 ships and 750 men. That started a war 
for control of the Yucatan Peninsula between the 40,000 
Mayas and the Spanish. 

Cortez's men destroyed many of the Mayan temples 
during the years of battles. A combination of fighting 
and the diseases the intruders brought with them de- 
creased the Maya population. By 1600 Cozumel was to- 
tally abandoned 

The island was close to main shipping lines. Pirates, 
buccaneers and privateers discovered that the abandoned 
island was a perfect base for their operations. 

American pirate Jean Lafitte and the infamous cap- 
tain Henry Morgan often docked at Cozumel. 

The island was re-inhabited in 1848 by 20 families flee- 
ing the Mayan and Spanish battles known as the Caste 
War. The island remained unchanged for many years. 

The United States built a military base on Cozumel 
during World War IT. The island economy suffered when 
the war ended and the military base closed. 

In 1961, life on the island changed again, thanks to 
Jacques Cousteau. The French oceanographer and film- 
maker found that the island was one of the best scuba 
diving sites in the world. 

Thanks to Cousteau, the island quickly became a divers’ 
haven. Cruise ships began to stop at Cozumel. Visitors 
flocked to the pristine white sand beaches and brilliant 
turquoise waters of the island. 

The island has grown into a full-fledged vacation para- 
dise with millions of visitors annually, About 80,000 people 
live on the island year-round. 

The Kid swam with the dolphins at Chankanaab Marine 
Park. The Kid strolled the streets of San Miguel with 
the other tourists. The picturesque town features shop- 
ping and good food. 

However, the vacation was cut short when Hurricane 
Emily ripped into the island. 

Next week the Kid will take a close look at hurricanes. 

(By the way, Cozumel weathered the storm very well. 
Only a few resorts are closed for repairs.)

Reilly recently published Tropical Surge, a book detailing the destruction caused — and the ambitions dashed 
— by a West Indian hurricane in Florida in 1935. 

“The story of the overseas rail line and the destruction of that rail line,” says Reilly, “seemed like an awful 
interesting story.” 

Reilly had to travel from his home in the Middle East to Key West for the summer to gather material at the 
University of Miami, Miami Public and University of South Florida libraries. Once his research was complete, 
however, the rest was easy. 

“It’s a story that almost writes itself,” he says. “It’s such a fascinating snapshot of American history. 

“The main challenge (of writing the book) was that I had a full time job at the time,” Reilly says. 

“I was living in the Middle East, where I was teaching American history,” he explains. “Having a full time job 
made it pretty difficult.” 

Now that Tropical Surge is complete, what is next for Reilly? “I plan to learn Arabic,” he exclaims. The author is 
currently living in Qatar, in the city of Doha, which he describes as “the main military base that’s handling Iraq.” 

Writing will always be a part of Reilly’s life, as it has been since he was an Andover student. 

“I always had two or maybe three little projects going,” he says. 

The 1989 Andover High School graduate tells of writing short stories in high school that were “awful.” But 
Reilly believes his constant writing helped prepare him to craft Tropical Surge. 

As for aspiring writers, you have to “have written your whole life,” Reilly says. “You're not going to write the 
great American novel from scratch. You have to be working off of a long tradition of writing.” 

And once the filled-up trash cans and inkless pens pay off, “it’s very good to see your name on a book.” Reil- 
ly says. “I’ve wanted to be a published author my whole life. It’s awful nice to be one.”

speak to agendas, said Donovan. 
There is no law requiring boards 
to publish, provide or follow a 
meeting agenda. 
Minutes 

Under law, meeting minutes 
do need to be maintained. But 
according to Donovan, any kind 
of uniform practice for this is 
still a gray area. 

“Records should have 
enough information in them so 
that the public can understand 
the outcome and actions taken 
by the board,” Donovan said. 
But the definition of “enough 
information” seems to change 
according to the keeper of the 
minutes. Donovan said he’s seen 
some boards just jot down a few 


sentences summarizing the 
order of events, and others 
describe minute details down to 
an official's facial expressions in 
reaction to a comment. 

Public records 

Open meeting law also 
requires boards to maintain 
records of meetings but does not 
define how those records are to 
be maintained. Donovan said 
either video or audio recordings 
are acceptable. 

“IT vould think that if you had 
those, the public would have 
access to them upon request,” 
Donovan said. 

Accessibility 

The public must be able to 
gain physical access inside a 
meeting at reasonable hours, 
within a reasonably sized space. 


Public meetings are not allowed 
on Sundays or legal holidays 
unless there is an emergency. 

The public may use audio or 
video equipment to record the 
meeting. 
Executive sessions 

The public must also be noti- 
fied uf executive sessions. These 
are meetings that are closed to 
the public 0. account of matters 
concerning collective bargain- 
ing, litigation, personnel, securi- 
ty and personal privacy issues. 
Boards must substantiate why 
they are meeting behind closed 
doors. Minutes from executive 
sessions in certain situations, 
such as contract negotiations, 
may be released to the public 
once the reason for the secrecy 
is no longer applicable.

Special ‘Boots’ remembered 


When I was growing up 
on Chestnut Street, the 
Bowmans lived three hous- 
es away. The Daltons and 
Bowmans were close 
friends. Boots Bowman 
was one of my older broth- 
er Buck’s best friends 
along with Bill McCullom 
(who now lives in North 
Andover). 

Boots’ mother Priscilla 
still lives in Andover. She 
used to call Boots, Bill and 
Buck the “Three Musketeers.” The three of them 
remained good friends until the day Boots died 
on July 3. 

Boots’ Dad ("Charlie" to his friends) was a 
selectman in Andover and a fine gentleman. The 
Bowmans were good, solid people and nice. 
They were the kind of people who form the fab- 
ric of a place like Andover. 

Boots inherited his unusual nickname from his 
Dad. In the 1920s, during the time when Tyer 
Rubber was booming in Andover, the company 
came out with a pair of laced up boots. Charlie 
Bowman was a young man, and he bought one of 
the first pair and wore them often enough that he 
acquired the nickname "Boots." When his son 
was born, the nickname was passed from father 
to son, and eventually the son came to own it 
exclusively. 

My brother told me the other day that Boots 
was so honest that he was unable to lie. When the 
Three Musketeers were growing up, they would, 
like most rough and tumble boys of that era, get 
themselves into situations that might require a 
“story” to be created in order to get them off the 
hook with their parents. They would carefully 
craft the story and each would head home. A day 
or two later, Bill or Buck would complain that 
his parents had found out what had really hap- 
pened, and Boots would simply admit: “Oh, I 
told my mother.” Bill and Buck 
would sputter, but it was hard 
to stay angry at Boots because 
he was so likable. 

Boots was a three-sport 
athlete, and was the lead off

er says Boots was clever and smart and was 
always their first run. He was also a leader and 
was chosen co-captain of baseball in his senior 
year. 

He went to Norwich University and, when he 
graduated, went into the Army in 1962. In 1 967 
he was assigned to Vietnam. While there, in an 
act of heroism that earned him the Bronze Star, 
he saved the life of his sergeant. #: 

Boots and the sergeant remained close friends 
the rest of Boots’ life. The sergeant was with him 
when Boots died at his home in Maryland, and 
the sergeant travelled to Andover to speak at 
Boots’ services. 

Boots left the Army as a Captain in 1969 and, 
after years as an executive in the steel industry, 
retired to become a substitute teacher in Mary- 
land. During the last months of his life, he said 
that he wished he’d been a teacher all his life. His 
students must have loved him because they gave 
him a “Mr. Bowman” day when he retired. I don’t 
believe that I’ve ever heard of a substitute teacher 
receiving such affection. 

For a while, Boots knew that cancer was going 
to take him. My brother and Boots talked fre- 
quently, and Boots spoke freely of his impending 
death, knowing a few months ago that it would 
occur this summer. He was his usual self, facing 
death in a straightforward manner. He had not 
lived in Andover for decades but wanted to have 
his services in the town. 

In addition to his mother, Boots leaves his 
wife, daughter, two sons,-a grandson and sister. 

It is difficult to write enough in a short column 
to adequately describe a man; I can tell you that | 
had tears in my eyes more than once while writ- 
ing this one. Boots was a friendly, decent man 
who knew right from wrong and who understood 
loyalty and duty. I’m not sure you can expect 
more of a person.

School bus season is fast 
approaching, making this the 
right time to start orienting all 
children to safe bus practices. 

Why all children? Even 
though a child might ordinarily 
not ride the school bus to school 
every day, many opportunities 
arise during the school year for 
those children to ride buses. 


School field trips, travel to || 


sporting events, even the occa- 
sional sleepover at a friend’s 
house across town all present 
situations that might place any 
child on a school bus. 

According to Andover’s Safe- 
ty Officer Robert Cronin, 
school bus safety presentations 
are routinely scheduled at each 
elementary school soon after 
the start of the school year. But 
that isn’t the only training kids 
need. 

Cronin suggests that parents 
also make a contribution to the 
bus-safety education of their 
children. 

“Especially if the child has 
never ridden the school bus 
before,” he said, “parents can 
plan a few practice sessions 
before the start of school. 

“Several ‘dry runs,’ particular- 
ly at the actual‘time of day the 
real thing will take place, can 
set up kids to learn what they 
need to know,” Cronin said.

Since September 2003, the 
Andover schools have pro- 
vided transportation to stu- 
dents in grades 7 through 12 
on a fee basis. 

According to the school 
department Web site (www. 
aps|.net), the fee approved 
by the School Committee for 
the 2005-06 school year is 
$300 per student, with a 
maximum of two fees per 
family. The deadline for pay- 
ment of fees'was July 31. 

If fees were not paid by the 
July deadline for a student 
enrolled in the past school 
year, 2004-05, that student 
will be accommodated only 
if there is sufficient space on 
the bus, says the site. 

For students entering the 
Andover school system mid- 
year in 2005-06, and for 
other students not initially 
requesting bus service who 
later decide to ride, fees will 
be pro-rated to the end of the 
school year. 

Information at the Web site 
also provides that “no stu- 
dent will be denied trans- 
portation because of a finan- 
cial hardship.” Forms to 
request transportation and/or 
an abatement of fees are 
available for download at the 
school department Web site:

Income guidelines for free 
and reduced price eligibility 
are also provided, and are 
based on family size.

Safety for Latchkey Kids

— The cost of living com- 
fortably these days often makes 
two incomes a necessity for 
middle-class families. And 
many women and men both 
want to maintain their careers, 
even if kids are in the picture. 
That leaves many children in the 
position of looking after them- 
selves until mom or dad comes 
home from work. 

The term “latchkey” dates 
back to the 1800s, when chil- 
dren who were responsible for 
caring for themselves would 
wear a housekey around their 
necks. Today, the term is often 
used for children who are com- 
ing home to an empty house 
after school or other activities. 

It’s important to know when 
children are ready for this 
responsibility, and to provide 
lessons that can keep them safe. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
magic formula to determine 
whether children are ready to 
stay home unattended or to look 
after younger siblings. Parents 
need to know the maturity level 
of their kids, and how responsi- 
ble they are on a daily basis. 


Some experts believe the best 
way to ascertain the readiness of 
a child is to ask the child out- 
right. Most children will be hon- 
est about their feelings. A wor- 
rier, one who has nightmares, or 
is nervous or anxious when he 
or she is alone might not be 
feady. Some children are natu- 
rally independent and might be 
eager to prove themselves. 

Although the state of Massa- 
chusetts does not set a minimum 
age at which a child may be left 
alone at home, organizations 
that provide babysitter training 
set age guidelines. The Ameri- 
can Red Cross, for example, 
offers the course to kids of 11 
and older at the Andover/North 
Andover YMCA at 165 Haver- 
hill St. The Andona Society 
offers classes only to middle 
school students. 


Safety is a priority 
No child should be left alone 
without prior safety training. It’s 
a good idea to childproof the 
home. Lock up alcoholic bever- 
ages and prescription drugs, and

Dear Parents, 

Greetings. It’s hard to believe 
that the summer is coming to a 
close, and the start of school is 
just around the corner. The first 
day of school is Tuesdzy, Sep- 
tember 6, the day afte: Labor 
Day. As in past years, your chil- 
dren’s teachers and administra- 
tors are hard at work preparing 
for the new school year; in fact, 
many of them have spent much 
of the summer taking classes, 
teaching summer courses, and 
planning lessons. For teachers 
joining our district we have in 
mid-August our 2-day “New 
Teacher Induction.” Also in 
August our administrators 
attend their annual 2-day In-ser- 
vice, which this year focuses on 
adaptive and technical leader- 
ship from the work of Ronald 
Heifetz at the Kennedy School 
of Government, Harvard Uni- 
versity. Due to many retire- 
ments, more than sixty teachers 
and ten administrators are join- 
ing our ranks, and as their appli- 
cations cross my desk, I am 
pleased and proud that Andover 
continues to draw high quality 
educators. This is especially 
impressive given the significant 
teacher and administrator short- 
ages occurring across the coun- 
try. 

The central theme for 


Andover Public Schools for the 
coming year is “Rebuilding.” 
Over the last three years, due to 
difficult economic times, we had 
to reduce services for our stu- 
dents. Fortunately, this year we 
are able to begin a modest 
rebuilding. We have been able 
to bring back our much-valued 
health program and our reading 
specialists at the elementary 
level; library, health and music 
teachers, plus a technology/ 
engineering teacher for our mid- 
dle schools; and at the high 
school assistant track coaches 
and assistant scheduler, in addi- 
tion to the staff hired last year. 
All schools will have additional 
security equipment installed. 
Last spring you, our parents, 
were most helpful in voicing 
your strong support for our 
rebuilding plan. At Town Meet- 
ing in April our budget received 
substantial support from the 
community. We are most grate- 
ful for these efforts. 

I look forward to working with 
the School Committee, parents, 
teachers, administrators, and all 
the community on the next 
phase of our rebuilding project. 
Already the School Committee 
and I have met with administra- 
tors, teachers, and town officials 
to talk about how we can create 
an inclusive rebuilding process. 
We know different people have 
different priorities, so we will 
need to work together in ways 
that allow all voices to be heard, 
and that result in a plan that best 
meets the needs of our children.

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MS — Kids today are coming 
of age online. According to a 
recent survey by the research 
firm Harris Interactive, teen- 
agers spend more time online 
(16.7 hours) than watching tele- 
vision (13.6 hours). 

The Internet can be a wonder- 
ful learning tool for children, 
giving them access to a wealth 
of information, games and com- 
munication with other kids all 
over the world. 

But the Internet has a dark side 
as well. Besides the unsuitable 
content kids can be exposed to, 
including pornography and hate 
sites, children can meet people 
online who can sometimes take 
advantage of them. 

Predators convince children 
that they can be trusted. At best, 
they entice children to reveal 
personal information. At worst, 
they arrange offline meetings 
where anything can happen. 

There are plenty of other 
issues parents need to worry 
about, including theft, spam and 
spyware. 


Although today’s kids come 
from a technological world, just 
because a child is proficient 
with the computer doesn’t mean 
he understands that there are 
people online who might take 
advantage of him. So, when it 
comes to the issue of online 
safety, parents are the experts — 
not children. 

That said, the rules for being 
safe online aren’t much different 
from the rules for being safe out 
in the real world. 

First, keep an open dialogue 
with the child to establish trust. 
Don’t be afraid to talk to chil- 
dren about what they do online. 
Ask them what sites they rou-

of approved Web sites and 
explain that new sites are not to 
be viewed until approved. 

Print out a set of rules and post 
it next to the computer. One 
good set of guidelines can be 
found at www.safekids.com/ 
kidsrules.htm. 

There are also software pro- 
grams available to help parents 


protect their children while 
online. NetNanny and Cybersit- 
ter block offensive Web sites 
and prevent children from enter- 
ing personal information online. 
They also log instant message 
conversations and keep detailed 
histories of sites visited while 
online. Then the parent can be 
e-mailed a daily activity report.

set firm rules about appliance 
usage. If cooking on the stove is 
off-limits, have snacks on hand 
that do not require heating, such 
as fruit, veggies, lunch meats or 
peanut butter and jelly. If cook- 
ing is allowed, limiting it to the 
microwave may be safer than 
using an electric or gas stove. 

A first-aid kit is essential, and 
the child should know how to 
use the items inside. Important 
phone numbers must be easily 
accessible. Teach the child to 
dial 911 in an emergency. 

If the child walks or bikes 
home, make sure he takes the 
same route from school with a 
sibling or friend, and doesn’t 
veer off on detours. Telephoning 
each day at a specific time con- 
firms the child got home safely. 

Set rules about friends visit- 
ing, so the house doesn’t 


become the local after-school 


hangout. 
Also instruct children to keep 
the windows and doors locked 


when home alone. Should any- | 


one call on the phone or ring the 
doorbell asking for a parent, the 
child should respond, “They 
can’t come to the phone/door 
right now,” without letting on 
they are home alone. 

Establish rules and post them, 
like those for homework and 
chores. 


tinely visit. Remind them that 
talking to friends they already 
know online is fun, but that they 
should 1.91 “chat” with strangers 
online. And, if they get into an 
uncomfortable situation, they 
should log off right away and 
tell a parent, a teacher or anoth- 
er responsible adult. 

Place the computer in the fam- 
ily den or living room where the 
child’s activity can be moni- 
tored, and don’t be afraid to 


approach the child while he’s 
online. Set clear-cut guidelines 
about what is and is not allowed 
online, including the amount of 
time on the computer per day. 
Make it clear that the rules stand 
firm, not just at home, but in 
school and at friends’ houses. 
One major problem with chil- 
dren and the Internet is that they 
often have trouble distinguish- 
ing between legitimate and ille- 
gitimate Web sites. Make a list
